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History of an Ordinance 


Why Seaplanes Are Not Allowed to Land on East Hampton Harbors, Bays or Ponds

hen I was a young 
man raising a family, 
I often went out to dinner 
by boat. The six of us—my 
wife, my three little sons and 
@ my daughter—would walk 
“ti across the street to our little 
= aluminum outboard tied up 
at a dock there and motor 
the full length of Three Mile Harbor to one of the 
three waterfront restaurants near the inlet that 
led out to the bay. 

Because the speed limit in the harbor was just 
5 miles an hour, it would take a full half-hour 
motoring the three nautical miles. After dinner 
and sunset there, we’d turn on the running lights 
and motor slowly back home under the stars. 

One sunny afternoon, motoring up the harbor 
with my six-year-old son to go fishing, we watched 
a twin-engine seaplane set down where the 
restaurants are and, skimming along the water 
on its sponsons at high speed, head right for us. 
We were only barely able to turn off far enough to 
the right, our hearts racing, to let him safely pass. 

On the following Friday, heading off for dinner, 
I spotted Ralph George, the East Hampton 
harbormaster, in the 25-foot motorboat he rode 
around in to keep things orderly, stopped him 
and told him what happened. He said give him a 
call if it happened again. 

Sure enough, on the next Friday afternoon we 
were sitting out on our deck looking at the activity 
in the little cove across from us, where we could 
see dozens of boats docked in numerous marinas, 
and saw the seaplane again. It came recklessly 
along, turned left into our cove and came to a 
stop in the water directly in front of one of the 
marinas. After the engines were turned off, a 
small white launch, bearing the name SERENITY 
on its side, came motoring out from the nearest 
marina, a man in a white uniform at the wheel. 
After it tied up on the seaplane’s sponson, the 
single passenger on the plane, a man in a white 
business suit with a briefcase, climbed down to it 
and was gently motored into the marina. A large 
white 80-foot yacht called SERENITY was in a 
slip there. 

The seaplane pilot then started his engines, 
turned completely around—a sign on the side 
said BARRY’S SEAPLANE SERVICE—and off it 
went at high speed up through the channel and 
out toward the inlet to roar off. 

I made the phone call.

The next Friday, late in the afternoon, the 
seaplane arrived again. From our deck we watched 
the man in the suit climb down into the launch and 
get motored into the marina. But as the seaplane 
started to turn around, Mr. George in his police 
boat dashed out from a marina on the other side 
of the cove. His boat’s roof light was flashing. But 
there was no siren. And so, because the seaplane 
was already underway, it roared off, leaving 
George and his flashing light still chasing him 
far behind. 

The following Friday afternoon was a different 
story. As soon as the seaplane stopped, George 
silently pounced. In just a few minutes, with the 
light flashing, he arrived to tie up to the seaplane’s 
starboard strut. Handcuffed, that plane was 
going nowhere. 

Nevertheless, the launch with SERENITY on 
the side steered by the man in the white uniform 
motored out and obediently tied up, but to the 
other strut of the seaplane. At the sight of this, the 
man in the business suit inside climbed over the 
pilot—I suppose “abandoned ship” is appropriate—

and made his way down and thence into the 
launch to head quickly off to his SERENITY. This, 
apparently, he did not feel was his problem. 

George spent a good sweet time in his police 
boat, perhaps a half-hour, writing up a ticket for 
the seaplane, which he then personally hand- 
delivered by climbing up the strut to the pilot’s 
open window. 

George then returned to his boat, untied it and, 
with light still flashing, motored off 50 yards so 
the seaplane could start to leave. When it did, 
he followed behind it back up the harbor toward 
the inlet at the maximum top speed of 5 miles an 
hour, in the same half-hour it took for me to take 
my family safely to dinner. That seaplane never 
appeared again. 

At the next town board meeting, the Town 
Supervisor, not completely happy that the seaplane 
had just gotten a speeding ticket, proposed a 
further ordinance, shortly passed, making it illegal 
for any seaplane to land in any of the harbors or 
ponds in the town. 

So that’s how that happened.

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POLICING THE EAST END IN TROUBLED TIMES 


East Hampton and Southampton arrests down 
sharply due to COVID-19, but officers on edge 


BY T.E. McCMORROW 


P olice departments across the country, and 
across the East End, are now facing two 
very different existential threats—the COVID-19 
pandemic, and the blowback from the Black Lives 
Matter movement. Each is affecting departments 
in different ways. “From COVID safety to now 
heightened officer safety awareness, it’s very 
difficult times for us,” East Hampton Town Police 
Chief Michael Sarlo said last week. 

Dan’s Independent News Service spoke with 
Sarlo, as well as the chief spokesperson for the 
Southampton Town Police, Lieutenant Susan 
Ralph, about the dual storms departments across 
the country are weathering, and examined some 
of the numbers generated by the two departments 
from the past two years, which demonstrate

significant changes in day to day policing in 2020 
from years past. 

The good news is that crime, as evidenced by 
the number of arrests on the East End, is down 
significantly. This is true nationwide as well, 
according to the FBI’s preliminary report on 
crime across the country for the first half of 2020, 
which was released mid-September. 

In Southampton, police made 516 arrests from 
January 1, 2019 to August 31, 2019, according 
to Lt. Ralph. In the same period in 2020, the 
Southampton department made 235 arrests, 
a decrease of over 54 percent. The decrease in 
East Hampton’s numbers were even starker: 462 
arrests in 2019 through August 31, as opposed to 
195 this year, a decrease of 58 percent. Arrests 
are down sharply for the year In Riverhead and 
Southold, as well.

If we narrow the time period down even more 
in East Hampton, taking May 22 through August 
31, roughly the summer season for the two 
years, with this year’s season occurring during a 
pandemic, the decrease in arrests goes up even 
more, dropping from 209 to just 80. That is a 
decrease of almost 62 percent. 

Nationally, the FBI reported, while shootings 
spiked in the nation’s largest cities, overall violent 
crime decreased across the country. 

“I think people were pretty much hunkered 
down for a quite some time,” Lt. Ralph said. 
“Stores were shut down. You didn’t have your 
larceny out of stores. You didn’t have your thefts 
out of stores. You didn’t have your ID thefts using 
credit cards. You didn’t have that.” 

With bars and nightclubs extremely limited 
in what they could do this year, the squelched 
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late-night East Hampton Town party scene, 
particularly in Montauk, had a direct correlation 
in the drop in the number of fights, disputes, and 
incidents of drunken driving, Chief Sarlo said. 
Less alcohol in Montauk also equaled less public 
nuisance charges such as‘of public urination, 
as well as less misdemeanor drug possession 
charges. 

Yet, while arrests are sharply down, police 
calls themselves appear relatively unchanged 
-for the year through August 31, dropping in East 
Hampton Town from 13,839 in 2019 to 13,443 
this year, a decrease of just under 3 percent. 
In Southampton, the calls recorded on the 
department’s event log actually increased, going 
from 29,931 in 2019 to 31,236 this 
year, an increase of almost 10 percent 

So, police were as busy as ever this 
year, if not busier. But, what were they 
doing? 

While noise complaints triggered 
by bars and other commercial 
establishments dropped from 
roughly 50 last year to 21 this season 
in East Hampton, residential noise 
complaints in the town skyrocketed 
from 493 in 2019 to 808 this year. 
In addition, “We had 125 COVID 
compliance complaints in 2020, a new 
designation of call, obviously,” Chief 
Sarlo said. “The officers have been 
very busy doing proactive COVID 
work, and responding to residential 
noise and Covid compliance calls.” 

Reported domestic violence 
incidents are up in Southampton, but actually 
dropped in East Hampton, where the roughly 
67 reported incidents during the summer time 


period in question this year versus the 93 in 2019. 


Southampton’s number of incidents for the year 
rose from 512 to 580 in 2020. 

Sarlo pointed again to the reduction of what 
in past years has seemingly been an all-night 
open bar in Montauk, with arrest and conviction 
records proving that when booze is sold over the 
counter, drugs are sometimes sold under it. The 
mixture of alcohol and illicit drugs fuels fighting, 
which sometimes can lead to a domestic violence 
incident. 

The closure of schools concerns Ralph, when it 
comes to domestic violence. “Kids who might be 
in an abusive situation are not going to school.” 
The abuse they face at home, Ralph said, “would 
get reported by the school. With them not going to 
school, that puts people in a dangerous situation. 
You are stuck home with your abuser at times. It’s 
very, very important that people have an avenue 
to cry out for help, so we can get involved, the 
school can get involved. It is a team effort to help 
anyone in a domestic violence situation.” 

“One of the things that really hit hard with 


COVID,” Ralph said, “was people’s mental health. 
There definitely was an increase in calls for that. 
People were struggling. People are struggling,” 
she said. This increase in calls her department is 
seeing includes potentially suicidal incidents. 

On the roads, vehicular accidents are down in 
both towns. 

Arrests on drunken driving charges are down 
sharply as well. This may be a mixed blessing, 
according to the numbers out of East Hampton. 

In that jurisdiction, arrests on driving while 
intoxicated charges through the year ending on 
August 31 dropped from 122 last year to just 53 
this year, a decrease of 57 percent, right in line 
with the overall decrease in total arrests.

merits, the Black Lives Matter movement has 
alienated police officers across the nation. 

“Here’s the big danger, even in a small, relatively 
safe community, in trying to balance discussions 
around improvements without ignoring all of the 
positive and tremendously professional work we 
already do,” Sarlo said. “On average, we have 
more officers suffer injuries each year attempting 
to de-escalate and diffuse a violent situation, than 
we have civilian complaints.” 

Police officers feel targeted. That feeling is 
not simply paranoia. In recent days, two officers 
were ambushed by a gunman while they sat in 
their patrol car in Los Angeles. In Camden, NJ, 
a couple who are police officers were at home 

with their 10-year-old daughter when 

their house was struck by six shots fired 
by two gunmen. In the West Oak Lane 
section of Philadelphia, three officers in 

- an unmarked car were ambushed by a 
bicyclist on September 18. The targeting 
is real. 

“The national narrative around policing 
obviously has an impact on everyone who 
does this tremendously difficult job,” 
Sarlo said. “There is always room for 
improvement, and continuous evaluation 
of procedures and policies, while staying 
in tune with the resulting relationships 
with the community. These are important 
aspects of policing and fortunately part of 
the fabric of local law enforcement. The 
current climate seems to have gone so far 
that cops on all levels feel under attack in 


However, while the number of accidents that 
resulted in one of the drivers being charged with 
DWI in East Hampton has dropped from 31 to 19 
this year, that 39 percent decrease is not in line 
with the overall decrease in DWI arrests made 
this year. 

That is borne out when narrowing the numbers 
even more. In July and August alone of this 
year, of the 19 cases where drunken driving was 
charged, 10 followed motor vehicle accidents. In 
2019, of the 26 DWI cases during those months, 
only 5 followed an accident. 

There are simply less drivers being pulled over 
for traffic infractions. Total citations written up 
in East Hampton have plunged from about 2,177 
in 2019 to just 832 this summer season. “Caution 
by officers in reducing the number of street 
contacts and Covid risk seems to have played into 
that,” Sarlo said. “A large portion of our arrests 
[normally] come from traffic stops. Aggravated 
unlicensed, suspended registrations and DWI’s, 
so reduced vehicle traffic law enforcement 
correlates with reduced arrest numbers.” 

While the pullback in contact with drivers may 
have begun with the outbreak of COVID-19, there 
may be another factor at play. Regardless of its 


some way, simply for their career choice. 
Watch the news and see the violence towards 
officers.” 

The love of police work as a profession is 
frequently passed down from parent to child. 
“I’m sure if you ask most officers if they would 
allow their kids to become police officers now, 
the majority of people would say absolutely not,” 
Ralph said. 

She added that the Southampton department 
has continued its outreach programs into the 
community. One example is the Civilian Police 
Academy, which resumed classes after being shut 
down during the early stages of the pandemic. 

“If the newcomers or the hopeful newcomers 
don’t want this job, who is taking our places when 
we all retire? Without the support of the public, 
you are going to see people pull away from this 
profession. It is sad. It is an honorable profession. 
People are going to say, ‘I’m not doing that. For 
what?’ Ralph said. 

Ralph worked for several years for the New 
York Police Department, before joining the 
Southampton Town Police. She is proud of that 
time she served in the city. “I would go outside 
and I would wear my NYPD cap all the time,” she 
said. “I don’t do that anymore.”

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Education, Music and Moxe Light Up WHBPAC

That has been Westhampton Beach Performing Arts 
Center (WHBPAC) Executive Director’s Julienne Penza- 
Boone mission statement since the beginning of the 
pandemic. Penza-Boone, who took the reins at WHBPAC 
just as COVID-19 caused a worldwide shutdown, had no 
time to rest on her laurels. Instead, she pivoted. “How can 
we keep fulfilling our mission in the face of this?” she says. 
Initially, WHBPAC focused on Zoom experiences and 
partnered with film distributors to give patrons access to 
screenings and livestreams, but soon realized that, with 
warmer weather, people weren't necessarily interested in 
watching videos at home all the time. 

The center held their first drive-in concert the same 
night as the controversial Chainsmokers benefit concert, 
which made national headlines for breaking the rules and 
not following health and safety guidelines. Penza-Boone 
notes that “our concert was very orderly and lovely! 
People were able to have their lawn chairs in front of their 
cars to enjoy the show.” After the Chainsmokers debacle, 
WHBPAC held another concert—with added restrictions— 
and the event drew major praise from Governor Cuomo. 
“The Governor shouted it out at the press conference the 
following Monday!” Penza-Boone recalls. “And it was so 
great for our audience to see live music. That’s what we're 
really known for. So to be able to deliver that to people was 
really special for us.” 

WHEBPAC is also known for its successful and popular 
educational programs, and they’ve been able to continue 
offering kids that same enrichment, albeit with a few 


adjustments. “We were a little nervous about how the -

kids would respond [to masks and social distancing], so 
we did cut the little guys out and started the program at 
second grade,” says Penza-Boone. “We felt confident that 
the kids would be able to handle social distancing. They 
were So overjoyed to be here. The takeaway is that this 
generation of children will never take that for granted. 
They'll never take being able to participate in activities for 
granted again. They were so well behaved, it was crazy! 
They recognize now that it’s a privilege.” 

Still, without the usual lineup of high-profile mainstage 
shows, a nonprofit arts organization like WHBPAC needs 
to find new ways to make money. Perhaps as an ironic, 
tongue-in-cheek response to the ‘cardboard cut-out 
audience members spotted in sports stadiums, the center 
has started an “False Fall Festival” fundraiser in which 
patrons can purchase a “ticket” and have their face occupy 
a seat in the theater for livestreamed shows. “It’s a concert 
that doesn’t exist,” Penza~Boone explains. “You can buy at 
our average ticket price, so there’s three levels of tickets 
and when you donate we'll ask for a JPEG of you and we'll 
print it out and fill the theater with those heads. As long 
as people can’t be sitting in our auditorium seats you can 
be sitting in your seat until the theater reopens. It’s a cool, 
off-the-wall way to raise some money.” 

Penza-Boone notes that the center has also been heavily 
involved in the ongoing Save Our Stages campaign, 
an initiative from the National Independent Venue 
Association (NIVA) to urge the government to move 
forward on guidelines for reopening theaters and arts 
organizations. “Everyone on this staff calls the governor’s 
office every day. It’s mandatory,” she says. “We're not 
demanding that theaters be open to 100 percent capacity

but what we want is to at least have some guidelines. 
We've come up with plans on our end but we need the 
state to work with us and certainly as long as we're not 
allowed to reopen, we're going to need some help.” 
Though the center doesn’t have a timeline for when 
theyll be able to reopen, Penza-Boone is optimistic 
that things will get better, and points to the fact that 
Westhampton Beach was primed for a great year before 
COVID hit, with its sweeping Main Street renovations 
and tight-knit community. “That’s what makes this 
community very special,” she says. “Whether you're a 
year-rounder or just here for the summer months, there 
is a real community fabric here. And you can’t deny that 
Westhampton Beach looks beautiful! It’s stunning. We 
know the comeback is going to be extraordinary.” ¢@.

Meet Chef Pavlos Davarakis, 
Executive Chef of NAIA at the Capu Hotel 


NAIA AT THE CAPRI HOTEL 


In August, the Capri Hotel in Southampton debuted 
their new one-of-a-kind dining experience, NAIA. Executive 
Chef Pavlos Davarakis discusses his background, the new 
menu and what sets NAIA apart from the competition. 


Tell us about your culinary background and how those 
experiences prepared you for your role as Executive Chef 
of NAIA at the Capri Hotel. 

Iam originally from Athens, Greece. I studied at Le Monde 
Institute of Hotel and Tourism in Athens. My first position 
was at a bakery, where I started working during school. 
It was before I knew anything about cooking or baking. 
I started at the lowest position and worked my way up. 
My father taught me that if you want to get to the top, you 
can’t skip any steps because you will learn from each. I 
wanted to be a head chef, so he told me that before I get 
there, I needed to have respect for every position under the 
executive chef. 

After studying, I continued working as a baker. Then, 
I worked at Aggelidis Bakery, a well-known Greek bakery, 
where I worked with larger volumes. 

I felt I needed to explore a bit—both the world and my abilities—so I moved 
to London, England. I learned how to make sushi from some of the top sushi 
experts in London. Then, I was called to Dublin, Ireland to help some friends 
shape their new restaurant and bakery. I learned both front and back of house 
and worked up to becoming the manager. 

After some time, I wanted the ultimate challenge, so I got on a plane and 
moved to New York. I felt ready. I started as an Executive Pastry Chef at a four- 
star restaurant that was part of the Kellari Group. I began collaborating with the 
renowned chef Mr. Gregory Zapantis who became my mentor and close friend, 
and eventually I became his sous chef. I represented him at various events, from 
corporate events at the Russian Tea Room to private dining experiences. 

After four years of learning from him, I knew I was ready.

CHEF PAVLOS DAVARAKIS 


Is there anything that sets NAIA apart from the 
restaurants and hotels you've worked at previously? 

Unlike other hotels I’ve worked in, here at NAIA, we 
focus almost entirely on the guest experience. In other 
words, most hotels and their restaurants think separately, 
with distinct guest experiences. At NAIA, we collaborate 
on almost every level. So, when we shaped the menu, we 
considered not only visitors, but also our neighbors. I want 
every dish I create to speak to the diner and to deliver 
more than just great flavor. Every dish is unique and has 
a special meaning. When eating NAIA’s octopus, I want 
the person to be transported through the flavors to the 
Mediterranean. 

Tell us more about your vision for the menu. 

The best way to get fresh ingredients is to get them 
from your neighbors. We are lucky that we are here on 
Long Island where there are farmers not far who are 
excited to work with us. Our mission is to support the local 
community as much as we can. To that end, I searched for 

the juiciest tomato—and found it at Hank’s Farms. I partner 
with local fishermen to bring fresh fish daily. Long Island has so much to offer 
and we're excited to take advantage of it. 

What seasonal dishes can NAIA guests expect to find on the menu as we 
move into the colder months? 

Because our recipes are made with local ingredients, their flavors will change 
with the season. We anticipate creating new dishes for the colder months. For 
example, guests can expect pumpkin, squash and root vegetables incorporated 
into the menu. It isn’t swimsuit season anymore, so hearty dishes will make 
people feel cozy. 

What do you find most rewarding about being the executive chef at NAIA? 

I love going to work every day. I’m lucky because I have been given creative 

freedom with the dishes I envision.

MEET THE BROKERS 
Michael Fulfree 
Former model and office sweetheart, 
Michael has been with Nest Seekers for 
the past year and just brought on his best 
friend JB as a new realtor. Michael’s wife 
is pregnant and due any moment which

realtor life. 


What was it like filming the show while you and 
your wife were having a baby? 

I mean, it was definitely interesting! Luckily with 
everything going on, a culmination of all things, it 
allowed me to go through the process a little quicker. 
So like, the last month, having the baby, it was very 
stressful, and it was coming to the point where we 
were close, and the show and everything business-wise 
was a great distraction. The three months of filming 
made the process go a little bit quicker. It was like a 
baby just appeared! It was a few months of complete 
madness. This show was such a roller coaster and such 
a crazy experience. 


What was it like doing major business 
while filming? 

Of course, as real estate agents, doing business while 
being filmed—and something being internationally 
show—you want to be careful. So when you talk to 
your client, it could be a little unorthodox because 
everything you say could be held a little more than 
a private conversation. A lot of things were being 
conducted through text when I was filming but of 
course, negotiating deals were getting done. Literally, 
I closed a deal for $1.5 million while I was on the 
phone just while we're filming in the office. It’s 
naturally what happens when you’re working. I’m 
very comfortable on camera. Those kinds of things 
didn’t really bother me too much. It was watching 
my mouth and being a good boy. 


How did your relationships with the other 
brokers affect your time on the show, both 
positively and negatively? 

Myself and Jamie are best friends since we were 
15 years old. We're like brothers. I have his back, he 
has my back, we just trust each other. With the 
business we're in, it’s important to have people 
you can trust. I would include Jimmy in that circle 
completely. It’s me, Jimmy and JB who are close 
buddies. We go out together, get haircuts, go out 
to dinner. It’s our little crew. Noel and Peggy are 
newer. Peggy was in New York City. She’s a hard 
worker. There are some touchy situations with 
Noel, who is very unorthodox and a very different 
kind of guy than I’m used to. My relationship with 
him is a little more distant. I surround myself 


with people that are willing to open up and be kind 
of human. 


What was it like dealing with clients who may 
not have been used to being filmed? 

That was a little bit of a struggle because, of course, 
when youre filming an international show, it’s going 
to be converted into many different languages. Every 
person you're dealing with is sophisticated and wealthy 
and smart so they're analytical. So they thought, “Who 
knows how they’re going to perceive me on camera?” 
What we feature on the show is over $5 million. They 
were very careful about their reputations. One of the 
questions was, “Is this show going to be a joke or really 
a serious show?” Everything we did is authentic and 
real, from the drama to the transactions, and that’s 
what I’m really proud of. 

So unfortunately in the Hamptons, because you’re 
not dealing with small transactions, you're dealing 
with massive amounts of money, you get the worst 
out of people. In the high luxury market there’s 
always going to be a little bit of drama, in negotiation 
of a deal, not having a meeting of minds, not agreeing. 
What I can tell you is, when we first started filming, 
we were going a different route. It’s more focused 
on just real estate. As soon as we started filming 
season one all the personalities started coming out. 
It evolved into a show delving deeper into our 
personal lives. We are all completely different and 
that’s what makes us special. There’s an incredible, 
authentic dynamic. 


What are the challenges associated with 
selling luxury properties in the Hamptons? 

When you're selling these properties, you have just 
a certain percentage of our country and in the world 
that can buy these properties. So the biggest hurdle is 
you're down to 5—8% of America. You have a smaller 
customer base that you have to make sure you engage. 
What we're noticing is a huge shift in buyers. We're 
seeing a lot of Manhattan buyers that are a little 
bit younger. To appeal to that audience, everything 
is shifting from that brick-and-mortar and paper 
editorial to Instagram, social media, to push listings. 
Ultra-luxe clients are all over social media. Even the 
kids of the ultra-wealthy are looking at houses on 
Instagram. It’s all about robust marketing and how you 
get yourself out there. 


What is the greatest lesson 
you've learned as a Hamptons 
real estate broker? 

Don’t get excited about an offer and 
acceptance! That’s the biggest thing I’ve 
learned—don’t count your eggs before 
they're hatched. It’s anticipating the 
worst until it goes well. It’s extremely 
high-stakes. What I learned is to not get 
excited until the check’s in your hands. 
That one commission could be someone’s 
yearly salary and more so when you think 
about that all the time. Remember, until 
it’s in your hands, it’s not real. 


What aspects of this market do you 
think viewers from elsewhere will 
find particularly surprising? 

The brashness. People are expecting a 
very soft, delicate real estate posh show. 
The show gets a little edgy. Everyone has 
a perception of the Hamptons not being 
tough. But we’re from Long Island. We’re 
tough. They're going to be surprised. 

It’s not like Selling Sunset, where they're 
dressed like they're going to the prom. We had nobody 
telling us we had to wear an Armani suit every day. 
People are going to be surprised about how unstaged 
we are. 


How do you build trust with buyers 
and sellers? 

So, the biggest thing is transparency. I’m extremely 
honest with my clients. I’m closing in two months 
on a deal. We spent a year and three months 
looking at houses every weekend. I showed them over 
300 homes. Spending that time with the buyer and also 
showing that I never gave up, was always interested 
and ready and never thought they weren’t going to 
buy, I was able to set myself apart, and they knew they 
could trust me because there were many times where 
they were ready to pull the trigger and I said, “This 
property's not right for you.” 


As a broker in such an exclusive market, what 
do you think makes the Hamptons so special? 
And what makes you the perfect broker to 
work here? 

I have a Netflix show! I’m a young, hungry, tech- 
savvy real estate agent that can be out here, work really 
hard and this is now a global platform. This is dropping 
in hundreds of countries. This’ll change a lot of things 
for me. When I say I’m going to do something, I do it. 


Discuss what impact you think being on this 
show will have on your business and the way 
potential clients will perceive you. 

It’s going to be pretty crazy. To be honest, there’s 
going to be people excited to call me. But I also think 
people are going to watch the show and say, “That’s 
who I want to work with.” I hope it comes across as 
well as I think it does. It’s already been ridiculous. 
There’s an allure to having a show where you're going 
to build a larger client base, which is fantastic. 


What are you most looking forward to viewers 
seeing on Million Dollar Beach House? 

To be honest, I think it’s the evolution of how I go 
from being nervous to being a dad to finally having the 
baby and being able to transition back into work. That 
was kind of the biggest thing.
